Careful purchase of seed will 
help farmers avoid crop stand 
failures,” Dr. James Delouche 
of the Seed Technology 
Laboratory at State College point- 
‘ed out. “At the very least, home 
grown seed or those purchased 
from neighbors should be tested 
so that planting rates can be 
adjusted to compensate for low 
germination. Or, better quality 
seed can be obtained if the test 
shows extremely low germination 
or high weed count.”

(1) Contact a Patrol driver li- 
cense examiner and secure a 
Driver’s Handbook and application 
form. 

(2) Have both parents, if alive 
and not legally separated, sign the 
application card before a Notary 
Public. If an applicant's parents 
are divorced, the notarized signa- 
ture of the parent or legal guar- 
dian having custodial care of the 
applicant must appear on the card 

(3) Study the Handbook care- 
fully. 

(4) Return to Examiner and 
take written tests to acquire a 
‘Jearner’s permit.” <A “learner’s 
permit” entitles one to drive, 
when accompanied by a licensed 
driver, for 30 days and may be re- 
newed at the end of this period. 
The partol strongly recommends 
tbat this fourth “learner's” step 
be observed. 

(5) Take final road or behind- 
the wheel test only after ‘prop- 
er driving skills have been mas- 
tered. 

The actual four-phase driver 
examination consists of rules test, 
sign test, visual test, and road 
or behind-the-wheel test, given in

Applicants 17 years of age or 
older may secure licenses “on 
their own” without their parents” 
signature: however, they must’ 
show certified proof of age.

The American Farm Bureau 
Federation has registered strong 
protest to compulsory check-off 
of funds for wool and lamb pro- 
mutióon. Farm Bureaus in other 
states have maintained similar 
positions. 

The proposal on which the ref- 
erendum is held was submitted 
by the American Sheep Producers 
Council, Inc. It would allow de- 
duction of le per pound of shorn 
wool marketed and a comparable 
rate of 5c per hundred pounds 
of liveweight for unshorn lambs 
marketed. 

The American Farm Bureau in 
formation bulletin, which is being 
sent to producers, states that 
since 1955. the sum of over $12 
million was checked off from pay- 
ments due producers. “After 4 
years of operation,” the bulle- 
tin reports, “there is no evidence 
that the expenditure of wool 
eheck-off money belonging to pro- 
ducers, has resulted in a notice- 
able increase in the demand for, 
or prices of, wool or lambs.” 

During 1958, an estimated $4 
million was checked off. This to- 
tal is included in the total of $12 
million for the four-year period. 

Farm Bureau points out that a 
“no” vote will not change other 
provisions of the présent incen- 
tive program. In 1955, when the 
check-off was voted in, only about 
15 percent of growers voted for 
it, and the great majority of 
growers did not vote at all, Farm 
Bureau reports.
